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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 1 and 1 . 4. 5. 14, 1 6, and 1 7 changes the scope of the claims, therefore requires 
further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the modification of Song's 
et al. (US 6.046.721) system with Mastranoradi*s (US 2002/0126141) and Hallberg's (US 6.417.867) systems would destroy the desired 
functionality of Song as a multi-function monitor that combines television and computer display drcuits (page 16). The modification made 
onto Song's system would not destroy the functionality of Song's system as the modification would enhance and/or add to Song's system. 
This does not take away the functionality of Song's system as it is still there. 

Applicant argues that no motivation is provided to modify Song's system with York's (US 5,850,340) system (page 17). The motivation is 
that it would be easier for the user to control the television from the computer rather than to leave the computer's input devices and 
retrieve the television's remote control or use the television's control buttons. 

Applicant argues that the modification of Song's system with York's system would destroy the desired functionality of Song as a multi- 
function monitor that combines television and computer display circuits (page 16). The modification made onto Song's system would not 
destroy the functionality of Song's system as the modification would enhance and/or add to Song's system. This does not take away the 
functionality of Song's system as it is still there. . 
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
